PARIS Dec. 14.—President Wilson arrived in Paris, the pres- 


ent capital of the world, at 10.10 o'clock this morning. 
His ar- 


rival was heralded by the booming oi guns throughout the city, 
Vast throngs crowded the Champs Elysee and set up a tremendous 
cheer. Tremendous crowd, lined the enUre way from the railway 
station to the Murat Palace, which will be the first foreign home 
ot an American President. 


President and Mrs. Poincare greeted the American Executive 


and his wife on the station platform. 
The two presidents entered 


one carriage and their wives another. 
Both carriages were deco- 


rated with flowers. As the party left the station they received 
a tremendous ovation from the crowd.

President Wilson's whole effort will be directed toward a just 


and lasting peace. The American delegation to the peace con- 
ference in carrying out these principles stand squarely on these 
conditions:— 
First the League of Nations must be a part of the treaty 


itself in order to insure a square deal for all the people concerned. 
Unless this is to be accomplished the President would feel that 
American participation in the negotiations would hardly be worth 
while.The President's principle of freedom of the seas must be one 
of the chief principles established through a League of Nations. 
thus making it unnecessary for America to build a navy to insure 
her against the aggression of any nation. 


Just claims against Germany for her crimes must be deter- 


mined and methods of collecting determined. 


While the preliminary conferences may be confidential the 


iinal conclusions must be reached publicly. 


The American peace delegates are understood to favor the 


exclusion of Germany from the League of Nations—but only until 
it is proven she can be trusted. 


The President will approach the conference with the utmost 


confidence in his principles but so as not to involve any unneces- 
sary antagonism. 


It is clear that he feels that the center of the whole business 


is the question of the League of Nations, indemnities, and freedom 
of the seas. 


His first task will be to get acquainted with the allied premiers 


and attempt to clear up any differences of opinion. 


There is some talk about a prearranged program having been 


formulated by Lloyd George, Omenceau, and Orlando at London 
conference recently but it is j-ssumed that the understanding 
reached there was only provisional and for the purpose of supply- 
ing a concrete basis for discussion. 


It is understood among other things that concerning the in- 


demnity to be exacted from Gei many the President feels strongly 
that Germany must pay for her crimes; but it is known that he

ent capital of the world, at 10.10 o'clock this morning.

President Wilson's whole effort will be directed toward a just 


and lasting peace. The American delegation to the peace con- 
ference in carrying out these principles stand squarely on these 
conditions:— 
First the League of Nations must be a part of the treaty 


itself in order to insure a square deal for all the people concerned. 
Unless this is to be accomplished the President would feel that 
American participation in the negotiations would hardly be worth 
while.The President's principle of freedom of the seas must be one 
of the chief principles established through a League of Nations. 
thus making it unnecessary for America to build a navy to insure 
her against the aggression of any nation. 


Just claims against Germany for her crimes must be deter- 


mined and methods of collecting determined. 


While the preliminary conferences may be confidential the 


iinal conclusions must be reached publicly. 


The American peace delegates are understood to favor the 


exclusion of Germany from the League of Nations—but only until 
it is proven she can be trusted. 


The President will approach the conference with the utmost 


confidence in his principles but so as not to involve any unneces- 
sary antagonism. 


It is clear that he feels that the center of the whole business 


is the question of the League of Nations, indemnities, and freedom 
of the seas. 


His first task will be to get acquainted with the allied premiers 


and attempt to clear up any differences of opinion. 


There is some talk about a prearranged program having been 


formulated by Lloyd George, Omenceau, and Orlando at London 
conference recently but it is j-ssumed that the understanding 
reached there was only provisional and for the purpose of supply- 
ing a concrete basis for discussion.
